Narrative Report of Investigation 

At 1330 hours 1 was contacted by Sergeant STEVE NER DSN-2S68. the St Louts County 
Police Department as he requested that I respond to 2&49 Canfield for the Officer Involved shooting 
of Mr. MICHAEL BROWN, black male age of 16 years The deceased mother was on the scene The 
deceased was properly conveyed to ihis facility for examination, by Dr. NOR FLEET. 

The deceased was properly conveyed in a white body bag which was secured with U-line lock 
# 0367377 

I arrived on Ihe scene at. approximately 1430 hours which was located in the Canfield 
Apartments. There I was met by numerous officers of the St. Louis County Police Department and 
they directed my attention to the deceased who was located in the middle of the roadway with his 
head pointed west and his feet east. The deceased had been covered with several white sheets. 

The deceased was lying in the prone posiiion. His right arm was slightly extended away from 
his side. His left arm was next to his side his lower arm was beneath his abdomen and his hand was 
near the waist band of his shorts He was clothed in a pair of yeltow socks, tan shorts blue 
underwear and a gray t-shirt The deceased shoes, (flip flops) were west of the deceased lying in the 
roadway A red baseball cap was near the police vehicle 

The deceased was cool to the touch. Rigor mortis was slightly felt in his extremities. 

The deceased body sustained multiple gunshot wounds; three (3) wound to his head, one 
wound was to the top of his head, right eye and right central forehead area. There were two (2) 
wounds to his chest, one wound to his upper right chest near his neck and the other was just right of 
hfs breast. Three (8) wounds to his right arm, one wound in his upper right arm,, middle of the arm 
and one to his forearm. One (1) wound to the inside of his right hand near his thumb and palm. 

The deceased had abrasions to Ihe right side of his face and on the back of his left hand. 

The deceased hands were bagged with paper bags to save any Irace evidence 
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observed the tatloo an his right arm. 

Del HO K AMP DSN-3476 of the Si Louis County Police Department provided the following 
preliminary invesligalive details; The deceased and another individual were walking down the rmddle 
of the Garfield. Officer D WILSON DSN-609, of the Ferguson Police Departmenl observed the two 
individuals, he requested lhat they get out of the roadway 

The deceased became belligerent towards Officer WLSOM As Officer WILSON altempled to 
exit out of hi* patrol vehicle the deceased pushed his door shut and began to struggle with Officer 
WILSON, during the struggle the Officers weapon was un-holstered. The weapon discharged during 
the slruggte. 

The deceased then ran down Ihe roadway, Officer WILSON then began to chase the 
deceased As he was giving chase to the deceased, the deceased turned around and ran towards 
Officer WfLSON Officer WILSON had hi* service weapon drawn, as the deceased began to ain 
towards him, he discharged his service weapon several limes. 

As this is prelrrninary information it was not known in which order or how many time the officer 
fired his weapon during the confrontation. 

The St. Louis Counly Police Department was requested to investigate and process Ihe scene. 

Or NORFLEET was made aware of the above circumstances and elected to have the forensic 
examination at 0300 hours on 8- 10-2014. The St. Louis County Police were made aware of Ihe time. 

Any additional information will follow in the usual 1 supplemental manner.

Vase-nlar Sysiern: The aorta and arterial system are not remarkable, The systemic- veins are normal, in 
appearance. 

Lungs: The acute injury of lbs right lung has already been described .above. The kngs together weigh 
600 gin. I~he lung surface is gray-brown arid red. The Sung tissue throughout is sponyy and crcpilant. The 
air passages aic lined by smooth, pink mucosa and focally contain paichy areas of blood. The cut surfaces of 
Eke lunysshow areas of iutraparycnchymal hemorrhage present near the previously described areas of gunshot 
injury and rib fracture. The remaining areas of pulmonary parenchyma are unremarkable. The pulmonary 
artery and veins arc free of emboli and thrombi.

Kidneys: Hie kidneys appear grossly of normal configuration and together weigh 300 gm. The cortex 
measures 0.7 cm in lluckness. The renai capsules strip with case to reveal a normallv smooth surface. Ihe 
surface is a pale reddish brown color. There is a small simple cyst within the medullary region of ihe left 
kidney that measures 1.0 cm in greatest dimension. The cysis contain brownish colored fluid. The remaining 
areas of the kidney parenchyma show no abnormalities The papilla and ureters are not icmarkable.

Skin and Muscle; Sections of the tissue from the right hand show multiple fragments of skin 
and a single fragment of skeletal muscle. There is darkly pigmented foreign particulate matter 
present on the superficial surface of the stratum corneum and also embedded within the stratum 
corneum of the skin fragments. A mixture of pigmented and non- pigmented foreign particulate 
matter is present focally within the dermis of some of the skin tissue fragments and within Ehe 
skeletal muscle tissue fragment. Some of non -pigmented particulate matter is polarizabie The 
previously described particles of foreign particulate matter are consistent *uh products that are 
di scharged from the barre I of a f i rearm.
